Major Robert O. Blood of Concord, department commander 


of (lie American Legion in this slate, urges all of the posts to 
do everything in their power to make Ihe observance of Memo- 
rial Day a success by assisting the Grand Army and in other 
ways, and he also asks (hem not lo schedule athletic evenls a 
•a'parl.of (lie program of the day. 


-This request touches a question that has been'much dis 


cussed in past years. -When'Memorial Day was first estab 
lished athletic spoHs were nol to common and popular as the} 
are today and Memorial'Day was almostenlirely given over lo 
(he regular observances for which it was set apart. 
But as 


time went on athletics increased until lliey came lo take a large 
share-of the public attention on every holiday, and the time 
came when (lie Grand Army and many others felt thai there 
was undue encroachment on Ihe day set aparl for honoring 
the memory of (hose who laid down thejr, lives for the Union 
at the tittle of Ihe Civil War. Ball games, horse racing and 
other.sporls and games crowded into Wif field until the memo- 
rial observances came to be, in many places, a mere incident of 
the day. People who appreciated tbe true significance of tbe 
day regrelted'this and (he matter led to much discussion in and 
out of the press. As a solution of Ihe problem il was at one 
time proposed to change Memorial Day. to the last Sunday in 
May, but this, was iiotfcpnsidered desirable on the whole. 


Since ftieh sporls nave:coiitinucd lo command (heir share 


of attention on Memorial Day, bill by commjon.consent it was 
decided, in the great majority of cities and towns, to give the 
forenoon to the Grand Army and its program and lo refrain 
fronrall sporls unlil'afternoon. This IMS since been the com- 
mon practice, and perhaps it is as much as can be expected 
under all '{he-circumstances. 


.. More and more, holidays are being given over to sports dur- 
ing the season favorable'lo open-air evenls, which is some- 
thing not to be'wonder'e'd at in a region noted for long winters 
and shorl summers. Even Ihe colleges, which are not lacking 
in patriotism or respect for Ihe memory of those who died for 
the preservation 'of Memorial Day, and others feel thai Held 
evenls are nol out of place so long, as these arc not permitted 
to inlerfere'in any way-with Die programs carried out by the 
veierans of'Ihe Civil War. and.other wars. - 
;lt is doubtful if more can be expected, and a question 


whether niore.sho.uld be asked,. A.great majority of those now 
living 'cannot even remember the Civil War. To lliem il is a 
mailer of hjslory. They have all respec,l for Grand Army and 
other veterans and are in'synipalhy with the purpose and 
spirit of Memorial Day, bin"feet thai the formal programs may 
\vell be carried out in .the'forenoon, leaving the afternoon to 
diversions perfectly innocent in themselves, and many of 
which are no\^ perniitted-on Sunday. 


Where the day is thus divided there is really.no conflict be-, 


tween the various activities.--"To the ..younger generation! 
Memorial Day appeals chiefly as a holiday—albeit its solemn 
significance is not forgotten even by the young—and lo out 
law sports entirely would seem to many unnecessary and un 
reasonable.. Because of this.It .is probable thai Ihe presen 
custom will continue ahd (hat Memorial Day will remain a day 
of" solemn memories and observances, supplemented with out 
doorrecrenlidns wholly free'from objectionable elements o: 
features which woilld even'suggest'a spirit of desecration.
